Federal Employes Total 
Declines To 3,223,375 


A decrease of 29,223 in the total 
number of civilians employed by 
executive departments of the fed- 
eral government during July, the 
first drop since the pre-war period, 
was announced by the civil service 
commission. The total in Wash- 
ington and the forty-eight states 
July 31st stood at 3,223,375. In ad- 
dition, an estimated 154,500 were 
employed in possessions and in for- 
eign countries. 


The number of women employes 
on full time increased 28,000 during 
July, with most of this gain in the 
war and navy departments.

bridge when we got to it. Yet from 
what we gather in that column, we 
_are already on the bridge and will 
|continue to be in the near future. 
|Ye gods and little fishes, what a 
|mess. Here at home we have been 
|making new records in the building 
'of ships, tanks, guns, planes, shells 
and what not, and on the war 
|fronts our armed forces are win- 
|ning battles everywhere, so if all 
lthese things can be accomplished 
|by ill fed and ill clad men and 
| women, what a sad time it will be 
|for the axis gang when our workers 
and armed forces get well fed. Then 
we will really go to town. We are 
sure glad to know that the great 
majority of folks at home have a 
far brighter outlook as to the future 
jof our beloved America. This is 
proven by the fact that just lately 
our treasury department asked the 
folks at home for a loan of 15 bil- 
lion dollars in the form of a third 
|bond sale, and according to figures 
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just lately released by that depart- 
ment, we chipped in over 19 billion 
dollars to show our confidence in 
the world’s greatest democracy. 
Quite a good piece of work for a 
nation of people suffering from mal- 
nutrition, so instead of saving the 
bones to pass on to our grandchil- 
dred, as the “Voice” bids us do, 
we will pass on to them as a legacy, 
shares of stock in a land that holds 
out greater opportunities than are 
to be found anywhere on this globe, 
shares in a land where sumptuous 
repasts will still be in order, and 
where none will be ill fed nor ill 
clad. 

This is America. As per figures 
just lately released, the banks tell 
us that the home folks still have 
some little savings in the banks of 
the nation and we figure that when 
a war bond is purchased it then 
becomes a personal possession, yet 
this “Voice of Southern Alameda 
County painters” tells us very plain- 
ly that all our savings and posses- 
sions are to be swept away in the 
twinkling of an eye.

Secretary Perkins said the department of labor would soon issue a 
pamphlet entitled, “settling plant grievances,” for the guidance of 
industry with the aim of encouraging more collective bargaining 
and less government intervention in the adjustment of disputes.

creases of commodities. A great 
deal of unrest in the labor move- 
ment at the present time can be 
attributed to this increase in the 
cost of living and the failure of the 
OPA to hold down prices. Organ- 
ized labor has and will continue to 
keep their no-strike pledge just so 
long as they are able to purchase 
the bare necessities from what they 
earn. While the major portion of 
our members have had no increase 
in wages or income since June of 
1942, living cost has increased by 
the most liberal thinking at least 
27 per cent. On top of that we are 
expected to subscribe to a great 
many different outfits, such as war 
chests, red cross, etc. In addition 
we now have 20 per cent of our in- 
come turned over to the govern- 
ment out of every check. It don’t 
take a Philadelphia lawyer to easily 
see that such an intolerable condi- 
tion will result in turmoil in the 
labor groups. It is hoped that some 
relief can be had before the entire 
situation breaks down and then 
the war effort will of course suffer 
as a result. It is my estimation that 
any more increases in living costs 
will result in labor demanding more | 
income to meet them. You can’t 
get blood out of turnips.

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TOO MANY LOGGERS TAKEN 


Limitation of the size of the armed forces is again in the news, 
with a serious shortage of newsprint and a proposal by Senator 
Albert B. Chandler of Kentucky that skilled loggers be re- 
leased from the army to forestall a further shortage. His pro- 
posal seems sound and the only action to take in the circum- 
stances. 

Senator Chandler said two things have contributed to the 
newsprint scarcity: 

“First, an apparent lack of a definite policy in the distribution 
of the available supply and second, the fact that many loggers 
producing the necessary material in the forest from which wood 
pulp is made were either drafted or allowed to go into higher 
paid jobs . . . without due regard to their value in their own 
work.” 

The newsprint situation is additional evidence that American 
heavy industry can’t be run effectively by women, old men and 
children. Logging is tough, hard work requiring skill gained by 
long experience. Expert male workers—plenty of them—are 
necessary in logging as in other basic industries. All nations 
have found this out. Britain has been compelled to release coal 
miners and other skilled workers from the army to keep up pro- 
duction. The United States has had to do the same thing with 
metal miners and farmers. 

Now comes Australia, which has found that drawing too many 
men from cattle ranches and farms makes it impossible to main- 
tain sufficient production of meat and other foods. Australians 
are alarmed and there is considerable agitation for releasing 
some men in the armed services for farm work. 


Strike Loss Is Infinitesimal 
Only two hundredths of one per cent of the number of man-days 
worked have been lost from labor causes, “all of which were of 
minor nature” on jobs with which the war department has contact, 


according to James P. Mitchell, labor relations director of the war 
department.

AFL State and City Bodies. 
Plan National Post-War 
Housing Program 


Labor representatives of 40 state 
federations and of many communi- 
ties in all parts of the country 
formulated a program of local and 
state action to assure prompt de- 
velopment of post-war housing 
planned and prepared in advance. 
Under the chairmanship of Harry 


C. Bates, vice-president of the 
American Federation of Labor and 
head of the federation’s housing 
committee, the meeting received 
numerous first hand reports on 
housing conditions in war housing 
centers and has compiled first hand 
evidence on many situations where 
lack of adequate housing leads to 
overcrowding endangering war 
workers’ health and productivity 
and necessitates commuting of as 
much as 40 and 60 miles each day. 
It was decided to initiate formal 
surveys of each situation and to 
submit findings to congress and to 
the national housing agency which 


has neglected the housing need of 


war plant employes in numerous 
instances. 

The post-war housing program 
recommended by the housing com- 
mittee received special considera- 
tion by the delegates and an agree- 
ment was reached to expand the 
federation’s housing work in view 
of its vital importance to all wage 
earners and to soldiers demobilized 
when the war is won.

29th, I received a communication 
from Lloyd H. Fisher, director of 
the wage stabilization division of 
the tenth regional labor board, lo- 
cated in San 
Francisco, Cal- 
ifornia, inform- 
ing me _ that 
my application 
of August 25, 
1943, for ap- 
proval of a 
proposed wage 
adjustment of 
$1.70 on privately financed construc- 
tion has been granted effective as 
of August 26, 1943. To explain 
more clearly, this letter was in 
answer for a maladjustment of 
wage for the members of Plumbers 
and Gas Fitters’ Local Union No. 
444 of Alameda county. 

During the month of April, this 
year, the wage adjustment board of 
the department of labor in Wash- 
ington, D. C., established an hourly 
wage scale of $1.70 on all federal 
construction. Following this de- 
cision a question arose as to the 
basic hourly rate on privately 
financed construction, and in order 
to establish the $1.70 per hour on 
private work, it was necessary to 
apply for approval through what is 
called form 10 of the war labor 
board in which, reasons for making 
this request had to be filed for the 
approval of the wage adjustment 
board who have, as I stated above, 
approved of this adjustment which 
means that $1.70 per hour is the 
rate of pay established on all work 
whether it be federal or privately 
financed work, I am sure that this 
information will be received with 
approval by all our members and 
may I take this opportunity of in- 
forming you that it was no easy 
job.
